iusluad of Americans of thoir 


children, and to deny Collie parents tho cor- 
responding privileges. 
"Wo would not un- 


derrate iu the least dogreo the benefits of a 
knowledge of uiuiuc, drawing and all Inn- 
guagos ancient and modern, but tho course 
of instruction must stop somewhere and 
there is serious reason lo fear that it has al- 
ready passed the point at which it should 
have stopped. 


Many physicians tell us that iu most of 


ouv public schools children nro forced along 
too rapidly; aro taught too many tilings; 
have their tender and immntnni minds over- 
taxed. Many tax paying parents, wisely or 
unwisely, aro unwilling to havo their chil- 
dren try every intelleelufd dish on the com- 
mon school table, and whether school com- 
mittees can compel a child to take the 
whole course or none, 0110 that has been be- 
fore tho courts of 
Illinois nnd decided 


against the committee, so far, at least, as 
the ornamental brands of instruction were 
considered. 


The question of compulsory education is 


prominently before the people of several 
states. Wherever such a measure is adopt- 
ed there is a strong additional reason for 
making tho iustr notion in common schools 
as brief nnd simple OB tho inordinate de- 
mands of the nineteenth century will poraiit. 
It may be best to force thoso inoffensive li- 
quids, the three E's, down children's .tkroats 
whether or no, but it is hardly advisable to 
make a boy a bachelor of arts against his 
will. 


We do not wish to bo understood as under- 


valuing higher education. Wo are no advo- 
cates of l;practical" education, using that 
word in Iho narrow sense somelim-cs given 
it. But tho petition to Iho New York board 
of education raises llio quesliou vrhcther onr 
enterprising edncalors have not aJ ready gone 
loo fnr and so extended the c ourse of in- 
struction in common schools ns. to encroach 
upon the domain of the high schools nnd 
academies.
